Chief of campus police, Burnes Tatum, University 
of Mississippi, Oxford, Mississippi advised on March 5, 
1969 that he was in possession of a leaflet, which was 
one of many leaflets distributed on campus on the night 
of March 4, 1969.

The Black Student Union was 
organized 11 months ago on 
the Oxford campus for the pur- 
pose of providing communica- 
tions among the school’s Negro 
Students, providing a forum for 
programs of interest to Negro 
Students and allowing them to 
gather periodically.

Chief Tatum advised with reference to the searches, 
students have complained because university regulations 
prohibit drinking or possessing liquor or beer on campus 
and that periodic room searches are made in this regard. 


Chief Tatum further advised that this group had 
university permission to assemble in a designated area of 
the campus grounds between 1:00 p.m. and 3:00 p.m. This 
group was apparently led by two students, Charles W. McEwen, 
Negro male, and Michael Gordon McMurray, a white male, 
both local Oxford residents, The group walked around displaying 
the signs and they sat on the ground until 2:40 p.m. when 
they voluntarily left, 


At approximately 1:30 p.m., six members of the 
Delta Kappa Epsilon Fraternity appeared as a counter-protest 
group and sat nearby. This group joked with the protesters 
and there was no incident between the two groups or the 
_ campus police, There were no arrests and the assembly was 
peaceful and obviously not well planned. 


An estimated group of approximately 200 student 


spectators were present and no efforts were made to jeer

The resolution de- 
scribed Reynolds as an expert 
on Far Eastern affairs who was 
served an injunction prohibiting 
his speaking as he addressed a 
political science class. 

“We believe that the request

Chief of Campus Police BURNES TATUM, xastx Campus Police advised his department 
has been unable to determine who was responsible for this, but added, that 
the group left the area at 11:00 AM to attend the Inauguration and the leaflets 
were placed after they left. He believes his department picked up all copies 
and they were not seen by anyone else.

He stated that the white group identified as the 
"New Left or Hippie"/group have their organization known as 
the Coalition for Progress and stated they meet about once a 
week usta Ty“on-wedrésd ay nights after receiving permission 
from the university administration to hold such a meeting.

He advised there have been no demande made by this 
' group during the current school semester. 


advised that’members of this group meet at the office of R

With reference to the Black Student Union (BSU), a 


He stated that he has had no problem with any of

He stated, however, that he did not engage in any 
arguments with-.spectators and requested that any questions r

He advised that apparently 
BOND was very selective in discussing certain questions pees 
by the audience.

Source advised that the Black Student Union (BSU) 
currently is arranging a program for the Black History Week 
which is always held at the University of Mississippi during 
the month of February of each year. He advised that in the 
past the meetings were held for an entire week; however, he 
stated for the 1972 Black History Week Session, arrangements 
have been made for the meeting to be held from February 16, 
1972, and end on Hep EHaEy 18, 1972. 


He savieed that he was assisting in the selection 
of participants for Black History Week. 


Source advised that he did not anticipate any 
problem on campus during this period of time. 


2/4/72 


Source advised that arrangements have been completed 
concerning the Black History Week and stated the discussions 
will begin at 6:30 p.m. in Bondurant Hall Auditorium and stated 
that individuals selected as speakers have been identified as 
JEANETTE JENNINGS, Associate Professor of Sociology, who is 
the first Negro member of the University of Mississippi faculty. 
He advised that also a speaker has been selected and identified 
him as WILHELM JOSEPH, a law student and former president of 
the BSU. 


: Source advised that BSU Vice President JOHN FAIR 
: is coordinator for the activities and stated FAIR has issued 
{7 7 =" "a statement that the panel will deal with both physiological 
and practical aspects of Pan-Africanism, relating to the lives 
of university students, 


FAIR has described the Pan-Africanism as "one of 
~ the-Avant-Garde movements" among blacks today. 


Source advised the group also plans a black art 
exhibition which will be held in Bishop Hall on campus. 
He pointed out that one of the highlights of the Blak History 
-Week will be an art exhibition with some-of the works of a 
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graduate student PHILLIP DOTSON, who is also a member of the 
BSU. , 


He stated that a special production had been prepared 
by two graduate theater majors and these individuals are 
identified as JAMES PETERS and Miss I. D. THOMPSON which 
production will be dealing with Black History. 


_ Source advised that the week's activities will be 
concluded on Friday, February 18, 1972, at an Afro-American 
Ball which is only open to students who are now members or 
who have held membership in the Black Student Union. He 
advised that white students will not be allowed to attend this 
function. 


2/23/72 


“Source on this date advised that he was not in 
Oxford on the night of 2/22/72 during the speech made by 
CARL BRADEN who spoke in defense of the Republic of New 
Africa (RNA). Source stated, however, he has been in close 
contact with other members of the BSU who were present during 
this speech and stated that BRADEN called on those people 
present to go to Jackson and oppose the trial of the RNA 
members in March, 1972. He advised one of the students who 
waS present quoted BRADEN as asking them to go to Jackson and 
“"ygise holy heli" in an effort to disrupt the trial. 


Source advised that he has no information that any 
students who are members of the BSU plan any such tactics 
_and stated further that Reverend WAYNE JOHNSON has cautioned 

students against engaging in such tactics. 


Source, with reference to Black History Week, advised 
that he-was able to attend all meetings and stated there was 
not a vey large turnout for this year's Black History Week. 


He advised that three white students did make an 
appearance on one occasion at one session of the Black History 
Week but obviously were not welcome. 


He advised that~only~twenty-four persons attended 
the opening meeting of this session and panelist were law 
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students, one of them identified as LEWIS MYERS. Source 
advised that MYERS made the statement that the minds of 

black Americans are what white Americans have made them, 

He stated "we are an African people. To say that we are 
Afro-Americans is giving credit to a people (white) who 
primarily do not deserve it but we can't be separate from 
them if we believe in the same thing. they do."" MYERS said 
that American institutions, because they are primarily 

white oriented, have conditioned black minds to accept white 
premises, which deprives blacks of their own minds, He stated 
that black reaction to this is the root of Pan-Africanism, 
MYERS further made the statement, "Ours is primarily a struggle 
to win minds and we have to get out of our minds the mind of 
the man who does not look like us."" MYERS also stated, "We 
are intimately related to all non-whites in the world," 

and further stated, "Africans cannot afford the luxury of 
individualism, We have to think in terms of 'we living'." 


Source advised that there is a meeting scheduled 
by the BSU for March 2, 1972, and stated that there apparently 
is unrest in the ranks of the BSU and he is not sure why the 
meeting has been called... He advised he would make this 
information available following the meeting inasmuch as he 
plans to be in attendance, 
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On 3/22/72, source advised that the scheduled 
meeting of members of the Black Student Union (BSU) for 
the night of 3/2/72, was held at the Y Building, 3rd Floor, 
on campus, in the office of Reverend WAYNE JOHNSON. Source 
advised that the purpose of this meeting was to vote on 
leadership of the BSU and that the group currently operates 
under advice given them by Rev. JOHNSON, allowing the under- 
graduate students to be officers and run the activities without 
interference by older students. 


It was pointed out that previously, graduate 
students and law students had leadership in the BSU and 
were very active in making protests as well as conducting 
actual demonstrations on campus. 


Source advised that the group elected not to 
accept leadership from the older students, and he advised 
that WILHELM JOSEPH, 4 law student, was very active at the 
meeting in attempting to assume leadership of the BSU. 
JOSEPH desired to make demands of the University for additional 
black athletes, black instructors, black history courses, 
and condemned the campus police for arresting black students 
on traffic violations. 


According to source, WILHELM JOSEPH advocated 
demonstrating in front of the campus police office; however, 
this was voted down. Source advised that he sees no change 
in the operation of the BSU at this time, and things appear 
normal, 


On 3/28/72, source was recontacted advised that 
the BSU continues to meet at least once 4 week, sometimes 
at Room 120 in Conner Hall on campus and at other times in 
the office of Rev. WAYNE JOHNSON at the Y Building. 


He recalled that at the last meeting, there was 
no discussion concerning any planned protests and the meeting 
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only consisted of planning a picnic at oerars Reservoir 
near Oxford, Miss. 


On 4/26/72, source advised that he was present 
on campus on 4/18/72, when JAMES H, MEREDITH, the first 
Negro to enroll at the University of Mississippi, appeared 
on campus for the first time since 1963, when he graduated 
from that university. He advised that MEREDITH was observed 
in the company of Rev. WAYNE JOHNSON, who conferred at length 
with WAYNE JOHNSON about the racial atmosphere on campus at 
the present time. Source advised that MEREDITH spoke to a 
history class on this date, apparently based on an invitation 
previously made by a Dr. DAVID SANSING and following the 
discussion to the history class, MEREDITH was observed walking 
around the campus shaking hands and "politicking" for the 
public office he currently is seeking. . 


Source advised that many members of the BSU intro- 
duced themselves to MEREDITH and conversed with him at length 
throughout the afternoon. He advised that on the night of 
4/18/72, MEREDITH made an appearance at the Civic Club on 
Hwy. 6 West, where a group of approximately 150 Negroes appeared 
to greet him and talk with him concerning his race for public 
office. Source advised that the group took up a collection 
amounting to approximately $75, which was given to MEREDITH, 


Source advised that he anticipates no problems 
at the present time with the BSU and feels he is in a position
